Passage of 
SB119 gets 
$352,000 


ALBANY — Governor 
Jerry Brown put his stamp 
of approval on SB 119 last 
Wednesday, thus assuring 
Albany Unified School Dis- 
trict of $176,000 in payment 
for the education of non- 
minority and alien students 
in the Albany Public 
Schools. 

The culmination of a long, 
drawn out fight; the pas- 
sage of the bill also gives 
the District $176,000 for the 
past school year, it was 
said. 

The bill, authored by 
Senator Nicholas Petris and 
lobbied extensively by the 
School Board and Superin- 
tendent Charles B. Me- 
Cully, was first introduced 


earlier in the current ses-_ 


sion and will repay the Dis- 
trict for the money ex- 
pended to educate, primar- 
ily, the children of those re- 
siding in University Vil- 
lage. 

Members of the Board of 
Education have worked ex- 
tensively on passage of the 
bill with Board members 
Ruth Ganong and Peggy 
Thomsen making many 
trips to Sacramento meet 
and confer with Senator 
Petris and to‘lobby actively 
for passage of the bill. 


State pays 
Albany for 
sales tax 


ALBANY — Albany’s 
treasury became $33,750 
fatter as a result of the dis- 
tribution of its share of the 


| July one-quarter of one 


percent sales tax, accord- 
ing to word from William 
M. Bennett, chairman of 
the State Board of Equali- 
zation. 

Albany's share of the 
moneys collected does not 
include fhat paid to 
Alameda County for its 
share, nor for the extra 
one-half of one percent col- 
lected for BART. The Coun- 
ty’s share of the tax re- 
venues amounted to 
$386,250 while the transpor- 
tation tax came to $800,000. 
In addition, BART was paid 
$2.9 million for its collected 
amount from thé one-half of 
one percent. 

‘The State Board of 
Equalization administers 
the six percent sales and 
use tax with four and 
three-quarters percent 
going to the state and the 
one and one-quarter going 
to the cities and counties. 
The additional one-half of 
one percent also is collected 
and administered by the 
State Board. 


To Otterstad’s credit, he 
mustered an imposing 
array of talent to back his 
contention he should be al- 
lowed to quarter the ani- 
mals within the City Limits.

This 
prod a remark b 
Jice-Mayor Lewis Howell 
that where there’s ‘‘a nanny 
goat, there’s got to be a 
billy goat in the sidewings if 
you want milk.”’ He also 
cited the young man who 
worked for him that had’ a 
goat tethered in Piedmont 
that jumped a six foot high 
fence and consumed, prior 
to being caught, half the 
flowers in the neighbor- 
hood, plus some of the 
newly laundered clothes on 
an adjacent clothesline. 
The two hour debate over 
the goats in Albany resulted 
in the action on the 1979-80, 
budget being put over until 
the next meeting, July 23, 
and caused quite a flurry 
with the group of Senior 
Citizens who were in the 
audience to petition the 
Council for some $15,000 for 
operation of the Senior 
Center Club. City Adminis- 
trator, William E. Haden 
reported the money is in the 
budget, but as to it staying 
there in the final passing of 
the budget, he could not 
answer. The same answer 
was given to the request of 
the Albany Chamber of 
Commerce for $4,000. The

noteworthy of the items 
gleaned from the recent 
meetings of the Albany City 
Council is the fact the City 
is about to enter into an ag- 
reement for recycling of 
waste materials. £1 Cerrito 
and Berkeley both have the 
program, with that of El 
Cerrito the much more de- 
sirable. 

In El Cerrito, papers, 
magazines, glass, tin and 
aluminum all are picked up 
on a weekly basis. The 
E.C.ology group comes 
around the streets of the 
City each week and picks w' 
from curbside deposits. 
Center also is maintained at 
a central location in El Cer- 
rito. In Berkeley, one must 
haul their refuse to one of 
several sites and there it is 
taken care of by a staff of 
workers. 

In the arrangement with 
El Cerrito, the City re- 
serves the right to cancel 
the agreement when the 
Alameda County Solid 
Waste comes into action, 
giving the right for collec- 
tion to the franchise holder,

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In the final arrangement, 
with collection to start in 
September, an agreement 
between E.C.ology of El 
Cerrito, Oakland Scaven- 
gers and the City of Alban 
must be drawn up that will 
meet with the approval of 
all the agencies involved, it 
was said. The Council di- 
rected the staff to come up 
with the agreement as soon 
as possible to ensure the 
start of the program in Sep- 
tember. 

The second major issue in 
the City while vacationing 
must be the denial of the 
use permit of Theron 
Hedgpeth for construction 
of his long delayed con- 
dominiums on Albany Hill. 
Having met all of the re- 
gets of the Planning and 

oning Commission and 
having altered his plans for 
a dozen or more times and 
having paid taxes on the 
land for the past four and 
one-half years, then to be 
shot down at the last minute 
must be most frustrating to 
the developer. He even had 
the vote of Jack Hogg, a 
member of the Commis- 
sion, changed. Hogg voted 
against the issuance of the 
permit when it was first 
presented to the Commis- 
sion, but, in view of the 
changes in plans and the re- 
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sult of EIR he said he could 
see no further objections to 
the construction of the un- 
its. He said the reduced 
height had a great deal to 
do with his change of mind. 
It is quite possible there 
will be further discussion of 
the negative 3-2 vote by the 
City Council to deny the 
permit. Arguments as to 
the traffic problem, etc., 
will surface for some time 
to come as new requests for 
mutiple buildings are sub- 
mitted for development of 
Albany Hill. As it has been 
suggested, it might be to the 
benefit of all parties to have 
a legal decision on whether 
or not an owner has the 
pet to develop his land on 
Albany Hill to make the 
best use of the property. 


It is quite evident 
Hedgpeth has complied 
with all the requirements 
for urban dévelopment and 
has complied with all the 
elements of the Albany Zon- 
ing Ordinance, Draft Al- 
bany Hill Area Specific 
Plan. One of the little 
known facts is that 
Hedgpeth made possible 
the construction of Taft and 
Jackson street to the end of 
their present lines, thus 
making it possible for the 
usage of Overlook Park. 

e third “sticky wicket” 
is the issue of goats in Al- 
bany.

Dick Otterstad, an or- 
anic gardener and goat 
lover, has moved his goats 
out after he was told, first, 
there was no ordinance 
against his having the ani- 
mals.

Instead of haul- 
ing organic material from 
the site or poisoning the soil 
(current practice), these 
animals recycle and enrich 
the topsoil by their disease- 
free manure. The city’s ir- 
replaceable topsoil re- 
source is, thus, preserved. 
Thriving on neighborhood 
prunings, etc., these ani- 
mals are inexpensive to 
feed, and reduce the solid 
waste volume going to our 
dump which will close in 2-3 
years! 

Finally, regarding legal- 
ity. An organic gardener, 
involved in biological weed 
control in the community, I 
did check with this city’s 
staff to be sure there were 
no ordinances contrary to 
my intentions with the 
goats, and receiving ap- 
proval, proceeded to have 
the goats clear two lots. The 
goats, in two weeks did a 
splendid job, and, as I was 
tabdsc apis the previous 
eyesore and preparing for 
the next clearing job, the 
city advised me an old ordi- 
nance forbidding the ani- 
mals had been found. 

I remind you, not one 
complaint was filed with 
public health officials on 
grounds of sanitation or 
nuisance during these sev- 
eral weeks. However, the 
goats had to go! Richmond, 
El Cerrito, Berkeley, Oak- 
land have had long histories 
of goat-keeping. No 
epidemics have broken out, 
the other livestock have not 
been ushered in by so doing. 
Why does the current coun- 
cil majority feel that it can- 
not accept the above- 
mentioned facts, plus a 
neighborhood support for 
the goats, as reason for re- 
vising a 1944 ordinance. 
This is 1979, and goats 
surely can be a positive, 
cost-saving solution to some 
pressing problems. I 
suggest the city purchase a 
few, in the ae of Prop. 13, 
for clearing lots on the Hill.

New cracks found 


at Niagara Falls 


NIAGARA FALLS, N.Y. (AP) — Scientists have found 
new cracks in the base of a Niagara Falls observation 
point, days after a sensor signaled the rocks had moved 
and one week before the day a self-styled psychic has 


predicted a tragedy. 


; “We know we are in the midst of a rock movement 
here,” U.S. Army Corps of Engineers spokesman 
Ronald Hoskins said Sunday. “The question is. are the 


rocks going to fall in 20 years or next week?” 


Hoskins said officials aren’t sure what might happen or 
how much the rocks have moved. At worst. he said, if the 
observation point above the falls crumbles, a nearby “t- 
raining dam’’ or breakwater will go along with 100,000 
tons of rock, possibly altering the face of one of the 


world’s greatest scenic attractions. 


The scientists’ studies began after housewife and 
former teacher Pat St. John of Bridgeport, Conn.. pre- 
dicted a breakwater will give way on the Canadian side of 
the falls at 4:56 p.m. July 22. causing an onrush of water 
that would capsize a Maid of the Mist tour boat and kill a 


group of deaf children.

“We want people to un- 
derstand that changing the 
apearance of your nose will 
not necessarily make you 
more successful in your 
work or in your marriage. 
All it will do is change the 
appearance of your nose,”

Dr. James P. Cosentino,

WASHINGTON — East Bay con- 
gressmen differed Monday in their reac- 
tions to President Carter’s energy 


ech. 

_ “I think he was right on the mark in 
his analysis of the public mood,” said 
Rep. George Miller, D-Contra Costa, 
after the pee said the country’s 
energy and economic problems were an 
indication of a ‘‘crisis of confidence’’ 
among the American people. 

“It was one of the best speeches he 
has ever given,’’ said Rep. Fortne 
“Pete” Stark, D-Oakland, who spe 
however, that the presidential address 
“will most likely be highly transitory in 
its rk It will have a half-life of a 
week.”’ 


Rep. Ronald Dellums, D-Berkeley, 
said the eo “did not contain a great 
deal of substance”’ and ‘was worth mill- 
ions of dollars in PR (public relations) 
for his re-election campaign.’’ 

Miller, who has clashed with the Car- 
ter administration over energy issues, 
including the president’s gas rationing 
plan and decontrol of domestic crude oil 
prices, said Congress would be more wil- 
ing to work closely with the president on 
energy solutions as a result of the 


ech. 

“The test of the president’s. leader- 
ship will be measured in the gap between 
what he promised in his speech and what 
he accomplishes,”’ Miller said. 

Miller applauded in particular the 
president’s decision to set strict import 
quotas on foreign oil, explaining it would 
provide an incentive for conservation 
and, more importantly, increased 
domestic production of energy. 

Stark said he generally agrees with 
the energy program outlined in the pres- 
ident’s address. But he vowed to “fight 
hammer and tong”’ any possible attempt 
by the proposed energy mobilization 


board to speed up construction of nue- 
lear power plants. 

“I don’t know whether he will be able 
to pull it off,” Stark said of the proposed 
energy programs ‘He must convince the 
Lag e that there is an energy shortage.” 

Ithough Dellums would not com- 
ment on the president’s energy program 
until he had seen it in detail, the Ber- 
keley congressman said the president 
left unanswered the question of how 
strict the government’s adherence would 
be to environmental standards under the 
crash energy program. 

Dellums added that Carter ‘‘pro- 
jected himself as a forceful person,” but 
“after the 10 days of drama at Camp 
David, I think he could have delivered a 
more forceful speech.” 

“He should have told the American 
people the problems he has to deal with 
as president. The fact that some oil com- 
pany presidents may have more power 
than he has as president of the United 
States,”’

But, he acknowledged, a handful of untrained, ine.

There was a time when such an adventure would 
have been widely and enthusiastically praised, but the 
Apollo program took place during a difficult period for

9 The unhappy war in Southeast Asia detracted from 
the glory that could have been Apollo’s. 

By the end of fiscal 1970, the war in Indochina had 
gst this country $108.5 billion. It was predicted that the 
tonflict’s “ultimate cost,” including veterans’ benefits 
qd interest on war loans, would reach $352 billion. 

That was twice the cost of the Korean conflict and 
almost half the U.S. cost of the second world war. 

Commentator James L. Clayton noted in 1973 that 
these were conservative figures that measured only the 
| direct major monetary costs. 

He noted: ~The estimate does not include inflatio- 
ary costs owing to the war, the loss of services and earn- 
ings by the 45,000 men killed in the war to date, the cost of 
resentment abroad, the depletion of our natural re- 
sources, the postponement of critical domestic prog- 
tams, the cost of arrested training and education of our 
youth, the cost of suspended cultural progress . . .” 

Against the backdrop of this unpopular war, the im- 
portance of Apollo was diminished for many, especially 
when they remembered that the lunar goal had been set 
originally to counter the Cold War challenge of the 
Soviets. 

At home, the domestic crisis surrounding the de- 
mands of black Americans for civil rights and freedom 
{om poverty cast another shadow on the lunar landings. 

The summers of 1965, 1966, 1967 and 1968 saw riots 
and violent demonstrations associated with the civil- 
tights movement in many U.S. cities. 

After Washington’s 14th Street corridor was burned 
and looted in the summer of 1968, militant black leaders 
became increasingly hostile toward the space program 
ingeneral and Apollo in particular. For them, the space 
ifort symbolized the misallocation of federal dollars 
that could have been applied to the nation’s domestic 
problems. 

A day before Apollo 11’s historic moon landing, black 
teivist Marion Barry (now mayor of Washington) asked 
the press: “Why should blacks rejoice when two white 
Americans land on the moon when white America’s 
rey and technology have not even reached (the inner 
tity)?”

Business OK, 
_ but town 
changed forever

Even with the gas shor- 
tage, traffic has been 
bumper to bumper in 
Middletown on weekends. 

The curious continue to 
drive in from all over — to 
catch a glimpse of this 
central Pennsylvania town 
and the island that a hor- 
rified nation watched four 
months ago. 

It was here, in this pic- 
ture postcard town on the 
Susquehanna River, that 
the Three Mile Island nuc- 
lear power plant accident 
occurred. 

And Middletown’s mayor, 
a high school teacher of 

overnment named Robert 

. Reid, suddenly found 
himself responsible for 
safeguarding the lives and 
property of its 12,000 citi- 
zens. 

Reid said recently that 
the nuclear accident has 
probably left EEE epee 
scars on iddletown’s 
mostly blue-collar inhabit- 
ants; but the feared 
economic damage-to the 
town has not materialized. 
No panic selling of homes. 
Business is as good as ever. 

Like most small towns 
and many large cities ac- 
ross the nation, Middletown 
found itself without a 
specific disaster or evacua- 
tion plan when confronted 
with a crisis — in this case, 
a possible radiation hazard 
from a nuclear plant. 

“Prior to the accident, I 
felt we needed a disaster 
plan. Our town is near a 
mainline of ‘Amtrak and I 
was always afraid of a de- 
railment. We are near a 
busy interstate highwa 
where trucks carry hazard- 

s materials. I just never 
got the plan finished be- 
cause I lacked help,” said 
Reid. 

~All of a sudden, here we 
were with Three Mile Is- 
land.” 


Recounting some of the 
steps he took, Reid men- 
tioned that he ordered 

lice to shoot looters after 

alf of Middletown’s citi- 
zens evacuated during the 
accident. 

Was that a difficult step 
to take? “It wasn’t at all. 
I’ve always been of the 
opinion-that if I want some- 
thing I’ve got to go out and 
earn it, not take it from 
someone else. A lot of my 
people left from fear and I 
wasn’t going to let them 
come back to nothing.” 

As a result, Reid said, 
there was a total absence of 
looting. In fact, one person 
who mistakenly left his 
door open for six days found 
not a stick of furniture mis- 
sing. 

But his town and its 
people have changed since 
the accident, perhaps 
forever, said Reid. ™ 

“You can tell the town 
has been divided, and it’s 
been heated at times. You 
have a number of people for 
and against nuclear power. 

“The accident will al- 
ways be in the back of their 
minds. And should the plant 
open again it’ll be tough on 
some people.”’ 

Reid, not a professional 

litician, had been mayor 
or just a year and was 
teaching his high school 
government class when the 
accident occurred. Was he 
scared? 

*Concerned’’ was the 
word he chose. “I was con- 
cerned because I had 12,000 
people to be concerned for.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Although President Carter 
is calling for greater energy 
conservation and new fuel 
development, his funda- 
mental thrust is political: 
strong iotonne inter- 
vention to get those things 
done. 

In his speech Sunday 
night, Carter announced the 
re-imposition of quotas to 
limit U.S. dependence on 
ern oil and set a goal 
of halving oil imports by 
1990. 

He proposed a legal re- 
quirement that electric 
utilities switch from burn- 
ing oil to burning coal, said 
he would seek authority for 
unspecified ‘mandatory 
conservation’ affecting the 
ape and renewed his bid 
‘or standby authority to ra- 
tion gasoline. 

Carter said he would 
propose “the most massive 

cetime commitment of 
‘unds and resources in our 
nation’s history” to develop 
new energy sources. And he 
called for the creation of an 
Energy Security Corpora- 
tion and a Solar Bank, fi- 
nanced by a “windfall pro- 
fits’’ tax on decontrolled oil 
prices. 


To speed major energy 
projects through govern- 
ment red tape, the presi- 
dent proposed creation of 
an Energy Mobilization 
Board. 


He urged the public to 
save fuel by avoiding un- 
necessary trips, leaving the 
car parked one more day 
per week, using carpools 
and public transportation, 
obeying speed limits and 
reducing heating and air 
conditioning. 


But Carter promised the 
public ‘‘an extra $10 billion 
over the next decade to 
strengthen our public 
transportation systems”’ 
and offered increased aid to 
the poor to cope with rising 
energy prices. 

“Every gallon of oil each 
one of us saves is a new 
form of production,”’ he 
said.

It was not immediately 
clear whether Carter’s *‘al- 
ternate energy’ proposals 
would fit into that legisla- 
tion or require its expan- 
sion. 


Congress also is proces- 
sing a ‘‘windfall profits” 
tax to prevent oil com- 
panies from making exces- 
sive profits on the lifting of 
price controls on 
domestically-produced oil. 


Carter said such a tax is 
essential to finance his 
energy proposals. which in- 
clude a goal of meeting 20 
percent of the nation’s 
energy needs with solar 
power by the year 2000.
